action until violence flared. 


While Monday's demonstra- 


tion was in progress, efforts 
continued backstage to set up 
a biracial committee and try to 
solve the conflict 
which has 


raged here for a month. The 
aim 
was a committee com- 


posed 
of equal 
numbers

whites and Negroes acceptable 
to all sides in the complicated 
struggle. 


There was ho assurance, how 


ever, that formation of a com 
mittee would lead to a truce.

The Cultural "Thaw" 


Better mark his name down It’s .Tosif Brodskij—or, 
in its Anglicized form, .fo.seph Brodsky, and it could be 
that this young man, rated by his contemporaries as 
being a gifted poet, will compel Nikita Khrushchev to 
make a final decision one way or another in this 
A business of liberalizing intellectual existence inside the 
" 
Sov iet Union. 
Brodsky is currently in a labor camp in the far 
north of Russia, near Archangel, where he has been 
condemned to carry manure and do other demeaning 
work on a state farm for fiv e years. 
His crime, 
nominally, is that he is a “parasite” or a “v agabond." 
Like other independent intellectuals in the Sov iet Union 
he would hav e disappeared without trace if prominent 
personalities in the Sov iet literary and art world — 
Samuel Marsak, the composer Dmitri Shostakov itch, 
among others — had not protested his sentence, w'hich 
was decreed ev en before a trial. 


The protest was smuggled out of Russia to form 
the basis of an article in the Literary Journal edited 
by Endre Eneasi, a Hungarian anti-Communist, in 
Paris. What makes it worthy of international note 
Is that its signers, who are too important for 
Khrushchev to touch without tearing the fabric of 
Sov iet intellectual life apart, Insist that the trial 
of Brodsky was “ a staged trial.” It was, so the pro­ 
testers’ letter reads, “ nothing but the condemnation 
of the profession of writing itself. The shouts. Inter­ 
rupting the proceedings, such as ‘all writers are 
parasites!’ or ‘kick them out of Leningrad,’ are the 
result of the hatred of intelleetualism, fomented In 
order to further the preparations and proceedings of 
the trial, and a natural consequence of same." 


So there the issue is joined by leading Sov iet writers 
and artists against the bureaucrats and party func­ 
tionaries who resent giv ing intellectuals any freedom 
to think. Brodsky’s downfall resulted from a diary and 
a few manuscripts which he wrote at the age of 16 or 
17 'he is now 241. The diary came into the hands of 
the l.4>ningrad KGB, or secret police, who deduced from 
it that Brodsky, as a boy, had “fostered anti-Sov iet 
feelings.” Although poems and translations which he 
wrote at a later period attracted the attention of such 
well-known Sov iet writers as Anna Ahmatov a and Kor- 
nyei Chukov sky, the old diary was made the basis for 
an accusation by a Stalinist functionary in the “people's 
militia" of Leningrad that Brodsky was an “irrespon­ 
sible and cynical parasite” 
On the day he was released from a Moscow sana­ 
torium. where he had gone to be treated for a nerv ous 
collapse. Brodsky was seized for “trying to ev ade the 
proceedings of the law'." There followed the staged 
trial, and the banishment to the far north. 


All rtf this was taking place at a time when 
Khrushchev was trying to create an image for him­ 
self as the man who had brought an end to Stalinist 
persecutions of artists and writers. The ironical 
element in Brodsky’s arrest as a “v agabond" is that 
the same charge was once made against Maxim 
Gorky, one of the grand luminaries of Russian 
literature, by the C zar’s gov ernment. < Gorky was 
arrested in the city of Nisthni Nov gorod, which after 
the Rev olution was renamed Gorkv . So It’s a case 
of the old Russian despotism cropping up under new 
guise—“the more it changes, the more it's the same 
thing." 


The protest of the intellectuals in the Brodsky ca.« e 
puts It firmly up to Khrushchev to fish or cut bait in 
• 
the matter of nuiging .Sov iet eultural life of Stalinist 
repression.^ Tlic odds are that Khrushchev will wriggle 
a hit and then end up on the side of a disguised sort 
of Stalinism. 
Note that Brmisky wa.s not condemned 
as a traitor to Communi.sm. but merely as a loaler who 
must he rehabilitatcYi through forced labor Any writer 
Ls v ulnerable to this sort of treatment in Russia, for 
Khru.shche\ docs not consider poetry to be work. 
In 
the past Khrushchev has taken a roundabout way of 
getting rid of writers who higher him. Yev tushenko, the 
poet who protested against Sov iet anti Semitism, has 
ev idently been subjected to bani.^hmcnt from Moscow, 
although reports hav e it that he was brought bark 
momentarily to appear at a reception for Marlene 
Dietrich. 
Other offending writers ha^e been sta.shed 
away in asylums, as was reported in this column some 
months ago 
Khrushchev is so concerned about his writers' 
“mental health“ .'

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The OAS Can Act 
Against Cuba 


Only a month ago President Castelo Branco 


of Brazil said that the most the Organization of 
American States could do against Cuban terror- 
ism and subversion was to recommend voluntary 
collective action. Now he is reported to have 
swung to support of a resolution that would im- 
pose mandatory economic and diplomatic sanc- 
tions against the Castro regime. A two-thirds 
vote would be binding on all members. 


This development comes as the American 


republics consult on Venezuela's appeal for a 
foreign ministers' conference on Castro's effort 
to subvert Venezuela's election—a plot that for- 
tunately misfired. 


A special OAS committee has already found 


that Castro sent arms and money to Venezuela 
in 1963 to seek to upset its government. Over- 
throw of the Goulart regime in Brazil led to a 
shift in that country's attitude. But so firmly 
embedded is the notion of nonintervention that 
even the new anti-Communist Brazilian "govern- 
ment needed time to veer around to a tough 
stand. 


This stand does not involve any armed 


action against Castro. But it gives promise that 
action will be substituted for verbal denunciation 
•—and delay — which nations like Mexico and 
Chile, along with, in the past, Brazil, have been 
espousing. Any delusions about Castro are long 
out of date. 


Hemispheric action against Castro is ob- 


viously not interference, but defense against 
menacing assault on the freedom and integrity 
of all her neighbors.

The Cultural "Thaw" 


Better mark his name down. It's Josif Brodskij—or, 


in its Anglicized form, Joseph Brodsky, and it could be 
that this young man, rated by his contemporaries as 
being a gifted poet, will compel Nikita Khrushchev to 
make a final decision one way or another in this 
business of liberalizing intellectual existence inside the 
Soviet Union. 


Brodsky is currently1 in a 'labor camp in the far 


north' of Russia, near Archangel, where he has been 
condemned to carry manure and do other demeaning 
work on a state farm for five years. His crime, 
nominally, is that he is a "parasite" or a "vagabond." 
Like'Other independent intellectuals in the Soviet Union 
he would have disappeared without trace if prominent 
personalities in the Soviet literary and art world — 
Samuel Marsak, the composer Dmitri Shostakovich, 
among others — had not protested his sentence, which 
was decreed even before a trial. 


The protest was smuggled out of Russia to form 


the basis of an article in the Literary Journal edited 
by Endre Enezi, a Hungarian anti-Communist, in 
Paris. What makes it worthy of international note 
is that its signers, who are too important for 
Khrushchev to touch without tearing (he fabric of 
Soviet intellectual life apart, insist that the trial 
of Brodsky was "a staged trial." It was, so the pro- 
testers' letter reads, "nothing but the condemnation 
of the profession of writing itself. The shouts, Inter- 
rupting the proceedings, such as 'all writers are 
parasites!' or 'kick them out of Leningrad,' arc the 
result of the hatred of Intellectualism, fomented in 
order to further the preparations and proceedings of 
the trial, and a natural consequence of same." 


So there the issue is joined by leading Soviet writers 


and artists against the bureaucrats and party func- 
tionaries who resent giving intellectuals any freedom 
to think. Brodsky's downfall resulted from a diary and 
a few manuscripts which he wrote at the age of 16 or 
17 (he is now 24). The diary came into .the hands of 
the Leningrad KGB, or secret police, who deduced from 
it that Brodsky, as a boy, had "fostered anti-Soviet 
feelings." Although, poems and translations which he 
wrote at a later period attracted the attention of such 
well-known Soviet writers as Anna Ahmatova and Kor- 
nyei Chukovsky, the old diary was made the basis for 
an accusation by a Stalinist functionary in the "people's 
militia" of Leningrad that Brodsky was an "irrespon- 
sible and cynical parasite." 


On the day he was released from a Moscow sana- 


torium, where he had gone to be treated for a nervous 
collapse, Brodsky was seized for "trying to evade the 
proceedings of the law." There followed the staged 
trial, and the banishment to the far north. 


AH of this was taking place at a time when 


Khrushchev was trying to crecte an image for him- 
self as the man who had brought an end to Stalinist 
persecutions of artists and writers. The ironical 
element in Brodsky's arrest as a "vagabond" is that 
the same charge was once made against Maxim 
Gorky, one of (he grand luminaries of Russian 
literature, by the Czar's government. (Gorky was 
arrested in the city of Nizhni Novgorod, which after 
the Revolution was renamed Gorky. So it's a cas« 
of the old Russian despotism cropping up under new 
guise—"the more it changes, the more it's the same 
thing." 


The protest of the intellectuals in the Brodsky case 


puts it firmly up to Khrushchev to fish or cut bait in 


I the matter of purging Soviet cultural life of Stalinist 
" repressions. The odds are that Khrushchev will wriggle 


a bit and then end up on the side of a disguised sort 
of Stalinism. Note that Brodsky was not condemned 
as a traitor to Communism, but merely as a loafer who 
must be rehabilitated through forced labor. Any writer 
is vulnerable to this sort of treatment in Russia, for 
Khrushchev does not consider poetry to be work. In 
the past Khrushchev has taken a roundabout way of 
getting rid of writers who bother him. Yevtushenko, the 
poet who protested against Soviet anti-Semitism, has 
evidently been subjected to banishment from Moscow, 
although reports have it that he was brought back 
momentarily to appear at a reception for Marlene 
Dietrich. Other offending writers have been stashed 
away in asylums, as was reported in this column some 
months ago.

W A S H I N G T O N - President 


Johnson's appointment of Gen- 
eral Maxwell D. Taylor to be 
Ambassador to Vietnam means 
that the United States wishes 
to serve notice on all concerned 
that the war in Southeast Asia 
has to be won, even if it takes 
pore and more American mil- 
itary forces on land, sea and in 
the air. 


There comes a time in. nearly 


every world crisis when firm- 
ness and resoluteness must be 
asserted, though there is always 
a risk that the other side may 
miscalculate and compel an in- 
tensive war to be fought. 


The Unite'd States has been 


patient for many years now about 
the Southeast Asia situation. If the 
Red Chinese take over South- 
east Asia, they will become a 
much more 
threatening factor 


in the entire Western Pacific, 
which includes not only Formosa 
but the Philippines and Japan.

Teacher Schools 
Are Criticized 
By Dr. Elkins 


Asks Evaluation 
Of Instruction 


COLLEGE PARK, Md. (AP)— 


Dr. Wilson H. Elkins, University 
of Maryland president, criticized 
teachers' colleges and depart- 
ments of education Monday for 
what he termed their self-defen-_ 
sive attitude. 
' 


The evidence at hand seems 


to convict both sides," Elkins 
told 500 teachers attending sum- 
mer graduate school at the uni- 
versity. 


"One 
has 
been 
guilty 
ot 


stodgy, repetitive, unnecessary, 
unchallenging courses; the other 
has built its case on content 
without much regard for the 
whole truth about the require- 
ments of teaching. 


"Fortunately, 
teachers' col- 


leges are disappearing or con- 
verting, and the colleges of ed- 
ucation are becoming respect- 
able members of the larger aca- 
demic community. 


"Still, there are weaknesses 


even within the stronger pro- 
grams, hut I hasten to add that 
this characteristic is not an ex- 
clusive possession of the colleges 
of education: 


"There remain courses which 


should be eliminated or merged 
with others, and there is borne 
evidence that even 
education 


majors do not consider many cf 
the courses within the division 
of education as challenging as 
the academic subjects." 


Dr. Elkins said of graduate 


faculty 
members 
that "their 


brightest 
students 
have been 


quick 
to learn that exciting 


teaching is not nearly so fruit- 
ful as the dullest scholarly trea- 
tise." 


Urging an extensive evalua- 


tion of teaching on campuses, 
Elkins 
said: 
"The teacher 


should be left to teach, and with 
no more interference than is ab- 
solutely necessary."
